University To Acquire 
AU Downtown Center 


GW’S MASTER FLAN took an- 
other step forward last Wednes- 
day as an agreement tor the 
purchase of Ameiican Univer- 
sity’s •downtown campus* byGW 
was signed by University Prasl- 
dent Lloyd H. ElUott and AU 
President Hurst R. Anderson. 

The properly Included In tha 
transaction conslsta of four con- 
verted townhouaes on F SL at 
19th SL, and another building at 
20th and G Sts. 

The acquisition is to take place 
whan American completes a $2.2 
mllUon classroom building on Its 
NW Washington campus. Con- 
struction Is scheduled to begin 
in lata 1667 and wlU probably 
be completed in 1969, thus com- 
pleting the consolidation of 
Ameiican at its NW Washington 
locatloo. 

Details of costs, specific land 
araas and structures to be pur- 
chaseit by OW have not yet been 
annoaaeed by tha University. 

The acquisition ofthsAUprop- 
ertlas will be another st^ to- 
waida the -aallaatinn of OW’a 


master plan, which seeks to bring 
under V»>reralty owners^p aU 
the land bounded by 19tfa and 24th 
Sts. on the east and west, and 
Penneylvanla Ave. and F St. on 
the north and south. 

According to the most recant 
tally, GW now owns 72 per cent 
of ttte land within Its eampus 
boundaries. 

Tha downtown campus of AU 
has housed courses tor Its School 
of Government and FubUc Ad- 
ministration, primarily late af- 
ternoon and evening classes at- 
tended by part-Ume students. 
Some 1200 students ara enrolled 
there this semester. 

AU purchased the F St. build- 
ings during and after World War 
I to compensate tor space on the 
NW campus taken up by govern- 
ment activities. 

Tbs G St. buildlngwas acquired 
whan Amsrican merged Its law 
school with the Washington Col- 
lage of Law about twenty years 
ago. Tha Law school has since 
moved to a nsw building on AU’s 
NW campus.

AN EVEN MORE DISGUSTING picture of the 
Order of Scarlet honorary than Mr. Honanyan 
can draw (Page 6) was painted by its own repre- 
sentatives for the Committee on Student Life last 
month. 

During the one-hour hearing, at which ques- 
tions concerning the honorary’s selection methods 
were shot at them, the three members of the 
Order’s Board fell over themselves to "preserve 
the honorary’s integrity’’ by evasive answers. 
It became clear to most persons present that the 
sliding activity point scale used as a basis for 
selection was capable of skyrocketing — or plum- 
meting — upon request by the Board.

Elliott Reveals

ELLIOTT. As I suspect creryooe knows, the 
matter of the 'review' of the football situation Is 
not new. We came to look at It again this year 
as a part of the planning for a four-year budget— 
a place of work which we’ve been Involved In for 
eight or tan months now; and It simply Isn’t 
possible to look ahead tor one year’s budget, let 
alone a tour-year budget, without coming face 
to face each year with eipendituras for tootoaU. 

ITils Includes deciding what is to he done In 
terms of stepping up the level of football, main- 
taining the status quo, or cutting back. It’s In 
this trams of ratareoce that the mattsr of re- 
vlewlag the foothall program has coma about. 

Secondly, constantly before us Is the problem 
of what we can do about the so-called recreational 
physlcal-aducatlonal tocilitlas of the campus. With 
an Ineraaslng number of fuU-Ume students living 
on the campus, the Inadequacy ofourplantbacomas 
more and more clear— becomes crltlcaL 

If you begin thinking bow to resolve this problem, 
you must come face to face with the quastlon of 
how to finance a recreational arena-type building. 
And of course It’s only logical that you at least 
look at what the University Is now putting Into 
Its foothall program, and ask whether or not these 
funds could be better spent. 

Now these are figures which, frankly, 1 am 
somewhat red-faced about releasing. But ’-'m 
going to put them right out on the table because 
I think that’s the place where they have/ to be 
examined. These are the facts we have to Ihce: 

nds year we shall lose about $2S4,000 on foot- 
ball; and by losing It, I mean this Is a net operating 
bud^ loss, which Is underwritten by the Univer- 
sity’s general fund. Tuition being the main source 
of University Income, this means that those dollars 
are supporting the football program. Next year, 
without any change in the level of activity. It would 
be my estimate that the loss would be about $300,000, 

Now, looking ahead tor tour years, I think we 
simply have to ask ourselvas whether, at the end 
of tour years, this mlUloo-doUars-plus spent tor 
football would be well spent, or whether It could 
be better spent In some other way. Spaelflcally, 
It It could not be better spent to help acquire this 
recreational building which would do two things; 
provide the Unlvmlty with more adequate lac- 
mtlss tor an on-campus rscraatlon-ptqrslcal 
education program, serving both men and woiheo; 
and provide the University with facilities with 
wfilcb to develop Its basketball prograin. 

Now it may be appropriately asked why 1 would 
sacrifice foottmll to build upbasketboU. Myanswer 
to that would be simply that basketball seems far 
more within the reach of OW than nationally- 
oompsUtive tootbaU. 

nwre are some other problems In addltloa to 
nnanclaU One of them Is very realistic— that 
Is, the advancing admission standards of this 
University. It Is becoming Increasingly dUllcolt 
to recruit a young man who has both the athletic 
ability to play football and the academic strength 
to handle successfully the academic program. 
And as more and more studaots sat their sights 
on professional and graduate schools, the under- 
graAiata record of academic work becomes In- 
creasingly Important to the student’s future. 

Here’s another statistic which I am a little 
red-faced to release: of the 24 scholarships 

awarded to football players In 1962, six players 
graduated tour years later. This was' perhaps, 
la an candor, the poorest year; but it serves to 
Ulustrate the point of admissions. The general 
necessity of selecting for the football squad students 
who are In the lower half of the freshman class, and 
than throwing them into a practice schedule. Im- 
mediately makes It more difficult for them to get 
off to a good academic start. 

Than also— and this Is not new, but It’s a 
reality— the boy who Is graduating from, high 
school wtth 630 Board scores, and who Is also a 
good athlsts.

So we. In competUlon for those students, are 
simply unable to recruit them. Also, we are 
unable to recruit many with lower academic 
potantlal, because we don’t have the tootbaU tocl- 
ytlas. Including even dressing roonu and pracUce 
flalds, that the state universities have to offer. 

niere is another toctor with which 1 am Im- 
pressed, as I look at Oils problem over the last 
tan years. Collage tootbaU has Increasingly become 
a blg-tlme extravaganxa-type producUon. The 
viewer must take hlscholceofslttlnglntha comfort 
of bis home and seeing the vary best that coUage 
footbaU has to offer by way of television, or, of 
fighting the traffic across town and seeing what 
often Is less than the best In^coUege football. 

This simply means to me that those schools who 
do continue In tootbaU have to do so at a much 
higher financial level by Investing mors, bopUig 
to return more In gate receipts. 

Now I’d like to get to a point which rm sure Is 
Important to you. 

1 expect to go to the Board of Trustees on Jan. 19 
and to speU out to them the choices which are In 
front of us as a University. And 1 would Ilka to 
be able to present to the Board, bopatoUy In a 
written statement, the arguments tor and against 
each of these several altematlvas. 

First of all, clearly, GW may procosd with Its 
footbaU program as It now axlsts. It may launch 
this arena- recreation canter; and If that becomes 


newspaper pubUclty from tootbaU Is worth$S00,000 
a year. I don’t think the pubUclty Is worth that 
much. 

If there wars some way we could see a twienring 
of the budget tor football, three or Ova years from 
now, by building up gate receipts such as to support 
the program, I would be In favour of it. I happen 
to like footb^ But 1 don’t think that we have the 
resources to do this. 

HATCHET. Are you yourself going to make a 
recommandaUan concsming tootbaU to the Board 
of Trustees whan you present the altemaUvas? 

ELLIOTT. I suspect I wUL But the exact 
nature of that recommendation remains to be 
formulated. I first want to talk with a group of 
student leaders, as well as with other groups 
of persons Involved. 

HATCHET. Do you think that the early release 
of this whole Issue will affect the Trustees’ 
decision because of alumni pressurey 

ELUOTT. I don’t know, 

HATCHET. If footbaU ware dlsconUnusd, do 
you think there would be less alumni contribution 
to the University? 

ELUOTT. I don’t know. 

HATCHET. If tootbaU ware discontinued, whan 
would you think work could begin on the pl^leal 
activities buUdlng? 

ELUOTT. We have an architect who has a 
preliminary sketch ot the posslblUUas.

Thirdly, another UtamaUve would be for the 
University to abandon all footbaU. And certainly 
another alternative would be for the University to 
Invest more money and step up Its footbaU program. 

As I said, I think my responslbUlty to the Board 
of Trustees Is to present the Board with the 
arguments tor and against these positions. It could 
very well be that the Board would take action to 
adopt one of these positions, or It could appoint 
a committee with authority to act alter It had 
conducted Its own appraisal; the Board could take 
a number of courses of action. 

I had hoped that immediately alter the holiday i 
might have a chance to discuss this with a group of 
student leaders, but the newspapers have already 
discussed It tor me. So what questions do you have 
at that point? 


But we are talklag about a building bare which Is 
going to cost seven or eight mlUlon dollars. If 
we could put together a combination of four 
sources— this $230,000 a year from University 
sources now altocated to tootbaU, a government 
grant of as much as 1.3 or 2 million doUars, 
another US or 2 mlUlon over the next 10-20 years 
by a very small student fee, and two or three 
mlUlon In private giving— we could Immediately 
proceed with the building.
